He had 
watched our diplomacy, or the want of it ; he 
had watched the course of the Black Repub- 
lican party, and they had not departed from 
their policy, or Chicago platform, one single 
inch; but would hold on to all their old opin- 
ions. 

Mr. Lincoln, however, would not show his 
band until after the Kentucky elections. It 
was his policy to debauch the country with 
the offices within his gift; to raise in the bor- 
der States a Union party with Black Repub- 
licanism as a basis. To secure the fruits of 
his victorj' of November, a party must be 
built up in the border States to save the 
Union. v '

Louisiana Sustaining the Honor and Faith of 
the United States. 

Tho Convention of Louisiana, says the N. O. 
Delta, has merited the confidence of the peo- 
ple and the respect of tho world, by the 
promptitude and exactness with which it has 
met ail tho liabilities of the lato United 
States, which it assumed on taking possession 
of the Mint and Custom-house of this city. 
The Convention, at its last sitting, paid all the 
disposable funds in the Mint to the holders of 
drafts of the United States for services ren- 
dered to that Government. To render this 
course on the part of Louisiana still more 
conspicuously honorable, tho fact should be 
remembered, that but for the action of the 
Convention the holders of these drafts would 
not have been paid at all, or would have been 
paid in drafts on Northern depositaries, which 
could not be negotiated here, and would not 
probably have been paid on presentation. 
The United States Government sought, by va- 
rious unworthy devices, to exhaust tho -Mint 
of every cent, and had it succeeded, its cred- 
itors hero would have been left in the forlorn 
condition of its unfortunate employees at the 
North — in the army and navy — who are in 
many cases suffering greatly for the want of 
their pay, the Government either having no 
means to pay, or seeking to defer payment by- 
giving drafts on distant depositaries, who 
have no money. Thus has Louisiana sus- 
tained her own honor and that of tho United 
States. Not a cent of the money deposited 
in tho Mint has been appropriated to any 
other purpose but the payment of the obliga- 
tions of the United States — as well the debts 
incurred before as since the Secession of 
tho State. This fact will go forth to the 
world and into the history of this revolution, 
to contradict and falsify tho aspersions that 
have been attempted to be cast on the honor 
of the State. 

In our own defense, and in maintenance of the 
faith of the State, the people of Louisiana felt 
justified in taking possession of tho United 
States property within the limits of the State. 
But they declared at the time that it would be 
held in trust for the benefit of the creditors of 
the Government, and in view of a future set- 
tlement when the United Stale* Government 
should come to its senses, and enter into ne- 
gotiation for a partition’of tho common prop- 
erty of the old Union. That pledge has been 
faithfully and honestly kept. The great rev- 
olution has thus far been unstained l>v fraud, 
bad faith, or bloodshed. We doubt if the 
pages of history can furnish a similar exam- 
ple of continence, moderation, dignity, and 
forbearance. 



The Confederate States Constitution 
— A South Carolina Opinion. — The Sub- 
mission and Black Republican journals are 
quick to seize on any paragraph in Southern 
papers that indicate tho slightest discontent 
with the actions of the Confederate States.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 

Tnos B. Monroe, Jr., Esq, communicated a 
message from the Governor, transmitting the 
reports of the Peace Commissioners; which 
was ordered to bo printed, 0,000 copies for the 
Hise of the Senate — also, returning a hill, 
which originated in the Senate, entitled “An 
act to amend the charters of the Banks of 
Kentucky,” [the 4,000,000 post note bill,] with 
h is reasons for the veto. 

The message reads as follows : 

Executive Department, "| 
March 22, 1801. j 
Gentlemen of the Senate : 

A few' days previous to your recent adjourn- 
ment a bill was submitted to me for my ap- 
proval, entitled “An act to amend the char- 
ters of the banks of Kentucky.” I recog- 
nize, and fully appreciate, the commendable 
considerations which, doubtless, instigated 
this measpro of intended relief; and, sympa- 
thizing, as I do, not less deeply than your- 
selves — with the financial distress of the peo- 
ple, 1 regret that, upon careful examination 
of tliis bill, I cannot discern in its operation 
as a law those beneficent results which seem 
to have been your laudable object. Reluctant 
to interpose my veto ton measure which, in 
ybur wisdom, you have devised to relieve the 
monetary stringency now felt, 1 am yet con- 
strained, in this instance, 'to dissent from your 
view's, and to withhold from the bill my sanc- 
tion. It is herewith returned to the Senate, 
in which it originated, with the objections I 
propose, as briefly as possible, to submit. 

The bill authorizes the banks to re-issue 
$4,000,000, in notes of described denomina- 
tions, payable two years from the date of such 
re-issue, coupled with the obligation to loan, 
upon the usual securities, $400,000 to the pco- j 
pie of each congressional district. The man- i 
ifest purpose of the hill is to relieve the dis- J 
tress of the people by an opportune addition j 
of $4,000,000 to the circulating medium of j 
the State. I question the efficacy of the | 
measure to accomplish the object. What as- 
surance have wo that it will, in fact, add one 
dollar to the notes now in actual circulation 
among the people? Manifestly none. What] 
notes will he re-issued under the provisions of j 
this bill — those which have sought shelter 
front the financial storm in the vaults of the 
banks, or those which are now employed in 
the transaction of business ? If the former, 
mischief, rather than relief, will follow. 

Unquestionably it would be in the power, i 
and as undeniably to the interest of the | 
banks themselves, though possibly thereby 
evading the design of the bill, to withdraw 
$4,000,000 of their present circulation, and j 
supply its place with the irredeemable our- j 
rency you propose to authorize — within their 
power, because no restraint upon them is or 
can be imposed; and to their interest, because 
thereby, without increasing, if not diminish- . 
ing the danger of inroads upon the coin in 
their vaults, they would not less surely reap 
the rich bonus of many thousands of dollars 
out of the industry of the country in the 
shape of interest upon notes for which they 
are not compelled to pav gold or silver. Our 
political difficulties and complications have 
shaken tho very basis of commercial prosper- 
ity by impairing confidence in the stability 
of the government; general distrust lias been 
thereby engendered; credit, itself an indirect ( 
but not unimportant medium of trade, has 
been impaired, and the laws of exchange have 
been disarranged. Tho consequence lias been 
the contraction of our paper currency. But | 
fortunately the high character and establish- j 
ed credit of the banks of Kentucky have en- i 
abled them to maintain a larger circulation 
of their notes than would otherwise have 
peen possible. The emission by them at this 
time of irredeemable notes, becoming at onco | 
a depreciated currency, would impair conli- i 
deuce abroad, bring back upon tho banks their 
notes now circulating in other States, cause 
a constant run upon the coin in their malts, 
and withdraw a large portion of the gold and 
silver on which their ability to pay now do- I 
pends. To provide for this result the banks j 
woald naturally retire for the time their 
specie notes now in the hands of the people, 
reduce their present circulation, and supply 
tho place with the post notes proposed to bo 
authorized in this bill. If this be true, the 
present currency actually employed will not 
be increased by the measure. Its only effect 
will be to substitute as a circulating medium 
$4,000,000 of bank notes, redeemable in two 
years, for a like amount now in the service of 
trade and convertible into gold or silver at 
the pleasure of the holder — tho displacement 
of notes equivalent to a metalic currency by a 
depreciated medium. 

Notes payable two years afterdate cannot, 
and will not, hold equal currency with those 
redeemable at any hour. They must at once 
suffer a depreciation in the hands of third 
parties, despite the provisions of this hill in- 
tended 'to guard them against it ; and the loss 
upon them will be borne hv the very class for 
whose relief the bill is designed. The debtor 
pressed by execution applies to the banks for 
aid ; the banks contract the loan and issue to 
him those post notes ; the creditor entitled to 
demand gold or silver will scarce receive in 
satisfaction of his debt notes at their face 
value, which cannot realize to him the gold 
for two years; and the necessitous debtor has 
no other alternative to bankruptcy than to 
submit to a discount of ten, fifteen, or twenty 
per cent, in addition to [legal interest. The 
loss thus falls on the very men you would re- 
lieve- Instead of a relief measure, the bill 
would thus become an instrument of oppres- 
sion. 

The political uncertainties in which we are 
now involved will not permit us with any de- 
gree of safety to project our legislation upon 
the condition of our banks two years hence, 
high as may be their character, and well es- 
tablished as is their credit. Yet, this bill 
provides that all debts now due to the banks, 
and all hereafter due to or payable in thebanks, . 
may be discharged with these post notes ; its i 
effect will be to compel our public officers and 
other debtors to receive them at their face 
value; and it is provided they shall bo re- 
ceived in the collection of the public revenue. 
If the continuance of existing political diffi- 
culties, or tho occurrence of possible revul- 
sions, should bring about such a crisis as our 
banks could not withstand, it is not difficult 
to foresee the inextricable embarrassments in 
which this bill would involve us. The sol- 
vent banks could make no loans; no man 
would accept their post notes, and they could 
not issue specie notes on paper which they 
would be compelled to surrender on the ten- 
der of post notes. Our public officer." and 



debtors being obliged to receive the notes ] 
would suffer a material reduction of their sal- 
aries by the depreciated currency. The rev- 
enue would he collected in such notes, and at j 
the end of two years we might have the 
treasury full of the paper of an insolvent 
bank, taken at par, but no longer a tender in 
the payment of any debt of tho State, and 
now wholly worthless. 

I am fortified in these positions by the 
opinions of the presidents and directors of 
the banks with whom I have communicated 
since your last adjournment. In response to 
my communications, the following hanks 
have advised mo that they would not accept j 
the privileges and assume the obligations of 
tho bill if it should become a law: The 

Northern Hank, the Hank of Kentucky, the 
Southern Hank of Kentucky, the Hcople's 
Hank, the Hank of Ashland, the Hankof Lou- 
isville, and the Ion mens' Hank. The meas- 
ure of supposed relief must, therefore, in any 
event, fail. 

I sympathize as deeply ns any one with onr 
distressed and suffering people. 1 am anx- 
ious to co-operate witli you in any measure for 
their relief ; hut that object, 1 apprehend, 
would not be attained by the operation of this 
bill. It would depreciate the currency of the 
State, cripple the present usefulness of the 
banks by forcing back upon them for re- 
demption a large amount of the notes now in 
circulation, to make room for this re-issue ; 
and I have no reason to think it would in- 
crease tile volume of circulation to any ma- 
terial extent, if at all. I would suggest, how- 
ever to your consideration, as a measure of 
relief, the passage of a law authorizing the 
banks and other corporations to loan out one 
half or more of their capital upon accommoda- 
tion notes bearings per cent, interest, secured 
by mortgage upon real estate. This, it seems 
tome, would give a contideneo to their paper 
and stock in the present condition of the 
country greater than what would spring out 
of personal security. Receiving a remunera- 
tive interest with no danger of loss, the banks 
would he content to receive tho interest on 
limited calls from time to time when it might 
bo oppressive to exact the principal. 

I would also suggest in this connection the 
appointment of an Inspector or Supervisor, 
at a competent salary, whoso duty it should 
be, at least four times in the year, to visit the 
banks, inspect their books, and make a quar- 
terly report of their business to the Governor 
of the State. 

But tlie great cause of distress is not in the 
number of banks, or thequantityof bank cap- 
ital, but in Vhe destruction of confidence 
growing out of the condition of our unhap- 
py country. Restore confidence in the stabil- 
ity of the government, and the ten millions 
now locked in the hands of individual hold- 
ers will be thrown into circulation, and no re- 
lief will be needed. Let our present uncer- 
tainties continue, and credit will be destroy- 
ed, trade paralyzed, and the people sutler, no 
matter how many banks the Legislature may 
establish, or what additional circulation it 
may authorize. The highest and surest 
measures of financial relief will therefore be 
found in such legislation as will quiet politi- 
cal excitement, allay agitation, and restore 
confidence in the stability of our Govern- 
ment. 

All which is respectfully submitted.

SPECIAL ORDER. 

An act to repeal an act appropriating 
money to tho "Western and Eastern Lunatic 
Asylums. 

Mr. WHITAKER proposed to amend 
the hill by reserving to tho Eastern Lunatic 
Asylum the appropriation made in this bill. 

A lengthy and animated discussion ensued 
upon the question of repealing the appropri- 
ation to the Western Asylum. 

Mr. ANDREWS moved to recommit tho 
hill and amendment to the Committee on Fi- 
nance, which motion was adopted. 

During the disscussion, Mr. PENNEBA- 
KER said : 

When this appropriation was made he voted 
for it ; hut by subsequent investigation he be- 
came satisfied that lie voted wrong, and on the 
succeeding day lie made an explanation [lend- 
ing the discussion of a resolution to raise a 
committee of investigation to report on the 
stability of the burnt walls of the building. 
He then, and will now say, if a committee of 
the Senate will report that those walls are 
good, he would vote for an appropriation suf- 
ficient to rebuild it. Until that is done he must 
be pardoned for my opposition. He was en- 
titled to the best evidence, upon which to base 
a vote of so much importance. The friends 
of this measure declined this test; for what 
reason was not fully explained; he hoped not 
because they feared the results. In response 
to what has been said with reference to the 
architects, they were hisconstitucnts, and hon- 
orable men, and stand at the head of tlioir 
profession. Their reputation and competency 
was sufficient to induce tho board of mana- 
gers of that Asylum, and the Governor of the ! 
State, to risk their application before the 
Legislature for money to rebuild. "Why they 
have been discharged and a Cincinnati man 
appointed, he was unable to find out. It may 
-be that the peculiar sentiments of the people 
of Kentucky at this particular time had some- 
thing to do with it. 

The competency, integrity, and reputation 
of Kentucky architects was all that was re- 
garded necessary before a Kentucky Legisla- 
ture to procure an appropriation of money; 
but when favors are to be distributed, they 
cannot be the fortunate recipients. Well, the 
people of Kentucky have, for a long period, 
followed the fogy practice of sending abroad 
for mechanics, artisans, and school teachers ; 
but ho very much doubted that policy on the 
part of the State. 

RESOLUTIONS. 

Mr. ANDREWS offered tho following re- 
solution : 

Resolved by the Senate, That a committee 
of three Senators, appointed by the Speaker, 
be, and they aro hereby, appointed to act in 
conjunction with tho Committee appointed 
hv the House of Representatives to wait upon 
the Hon. J. J. Crittenden, and request him 
to address the General Assembly on the sub- 
ject of our national affairs, at as early a day 
as may be convenient to him, and that said 
committee report, to the Senate tho result of 
the interview, and that said committee make 
such arrrngements as may he necessary to 
carry the above resolution into effect. 

Mr. RUST proposed the following amend- 
ment : 

Resolved, That said committee he requested 
to invite Hon. L. W. Powell to address the 
Legislature on the subject of our national af- 
fairs; which was withdrawn. 

The resolution was then adopted, and Messrs. 
ANDREWS, GIBSON, and GLENN, ap- 
pointed as such committee. 

Mr. READ offered the following joint re- 
solution : 

Resolved, That when the Legislature ad- 
journs on Wednesday next, 27th inst., tho 
adjournment shall be sine die. 

Mr GILLIS demanded tho yeas and nays, 
which resulted as follows :

So the resolution was adopted. 

Mr. READ moved to reconsider the vote 
by which the resolution was adopted. 

Mr. ANDREWS moved to lay that motion 
on the table. 

The yeas and nays being called, resulted in 
tho adoption of the motion.

§ 1. Resolved by the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky. That the par- 
ties to any bond, hill, promissory note, or other 
instrument of writing for the payment of or 
forbearance of money, may stipulate therein 
for interest receivable upon the amount of 
such bond, bill note, or other instrument, at 
any rate not exceeding ton per cent, per an- 
num : Provided, however, That no incorpora- 
ted banking institution of this State shall be 
entitled to receive more than the specified rate 
of interest in its charter, or, if no rate be spe- 
cified. more than six per cent, yearly upon 
any loan or discount whatsoever. 

i 2. That upon all judgments or decrees 
rendered upon any bond, hill, promissory note, 
or other instrument aforesaid, interest shall 
be computed until payment at the rate speci- 
fied in such bond, hill, note, or other instru- 
ment, not exceeding ten per cent, as afore- 
said, or, in case no rate of interest is specified, 
at six percent, yearly. 

\ 8. This act to take effect from and after 
its passage. 

Mr. FISK proposed to amend the bill by 
adding: Provided, That the period of such in- 
debtedness shall not be less than twelve 
months. 

After a lengthy debate, Mr. GROVER de- 
manded the previous question, which was or- 
dered, and the amendment rejected. Upon the 
passage of tlie bill the yoas and nays were 
taken, as follows :

A special Washington dispatch to the 
Commercial Advertiser says the National In- 
telligencer of this morning has an editorial 
of six and a l*a If columns, entitled “The Past, 
the Present, and the Future,” which is caus- 
ing a sensation in political circles here. It 
reviews the action of the secedingStates, sever- 
ally and jointly, and takes positive ground 
against coercion or the employment of force 
in any way to restore the Federal authority. 

The Intelligencer's opinion is that the ex- 
isting difficulty can only be settled by the in- 
terposition of a general Convention of tlie 
States, and that the relation of the seceded 
States to the Federal Government can be 
changed only by their voluntary return to the 
Union. Failing in that, the editors see no 
way open but to acknowledge their independ- 
ence out of the Union. 

It is said that many Republican leaders 
have expressed similar opinions, but it is 
equally true that they arc determinedly op- 
posed by others.

EY, and GALE, and appropriately referred. 

BILLS. 

Mr. IRELAND— A bill for the benefit of 
Elizabeth McKee, of Greenup county. Pass- 
ed. 

Mr. CLEVEAND — A hill to revive an act 
establishing the office of county treasurer of 
Bracken county. Passed. 

Mr. ABELL — A hill to amend the charter 
of the Lexington and Southern Kentucky 
railroad company. Internal Improvement. 

Mr. J. W. COOK — A bill to exempt guns 
from execution. 

Mr. H. II. SMITH proposed to amend the 
hill to tho effect that there shall be exempt 
from execution “one bowie-knife, one six 
shooter, and one pair of brass knocks.” Re- 
jected — yeas 8, nays 70. 

Mr. GILBERT moved to lay tho bill on | 
the table. Yeas 23, nays 65. 

Mr. IRELAND moved to refer the hill to 
the committee on county courts. Rejected. 

Mr. M. J. COOK moved to refer the bill to 
Committee on Religion. Rejected. 

Mr. RIDDELL moved to amend the 
hill by adding, “But the guns so exempted 
shall not exceed fifty dollars, and the provis- 
ions of the bill shall only apply to bona 
tide housekeepers. Adopted. 

The bill, as amended, was then passed by the 
following vote — yeas 07, nays 15. 

A message from the Governor, by lion. T. B. 
51 1 in roe, jr., Secretary of State, announcing 
bis approval of sundry acts originating in this 
House, and transmitting the majority and 
minority reports of the Peace Commissioners 
sent to the city of Washington. 

Also bis veto of a “bill for tlie benefit of 
the Bank of Louisville and other banks.” 

The question was then Shall the bill pass 
notwithstanding tlie veto of the Governor? 

Mr. McELROY moved the bill and mes- 
sage be the order for to-morrow at 1 1 o’clock, 
and that the bill and message be printed. 
Adopted. 

Mr. MoKEE moved to print 150 copies of 
the reports and journal of the Pcaco Com- 
missioners. Adopted. 

SPECIAL ORDER, 

Which was a bill to prevent the trial of civil 
causes at the April term, 1861, of the Bullitt 
circuit court. 

The yeas and nays being demanded, the 
vote stood — yeas 36, nays 36. 

Mr. SNEED moved to reconsider the vote 
just taken. Adopted — yeas 53, nays 21. 

The question was then upon the passage of 
the hill. 

Mr. 5! ASS IE proposed to amend the hill 
by providing that the citizens of Bullitt coun- 
ty shall not collect debts off’ of citizens of 
Spencer county. Rejected. 

Mr. HITT moved to amend, by way of en- j 
grossed rvder, that the March term of the I 
Carroll circuit court for 1861, be postponed 
until August, 1861. 

Mr. GAITHER moved the previous ques- 
tion. Sustained. 

The amendment of Mr. HITT was adopt- 
ed, and the bill was passed by the following 
vote — yeas 46, nays 25. 

Mr. McKEE called up his motion to recon- 
sider the vote rejecting a bill concerning tho 
sale of personal property. Motion adopted, [ 
and bill referred D> Committee on Judiciary. ] 

Mr. LANNOM — A bill concerning tlie 
holding tlie spring term, 1861, of circuit, 
quarterly, and magistrates courts. Referred to 
Committee on Judiciary, with instructions to 
report to-morrow morning at 11 o'clock. 

RESOLUTIONS. 

Air. GUDGELL offered the following res- 
olution, which lies one day on the table, viz
